September 22-VLT operators will spend $80 
000 on newspaper and radio ads to try and 
convince voters on October 19 plebiscite to 
keep them. 

October 8-A middle aged man was in serious 
condition after he was hit and dragged 20 
meters by an LRT train. 

19-Edmonton base Telus Corp. and BC Telecom 
Inc. agreed to merge creating the largest 
Telecommunications company in the west. 
Bill Smith wins his second term as mayor. 
November 19-Edmonton gets a runaway 
victory in the competition to host the 2001 
World Track and Field Championships - the 
world’s third largest sporting event.

They came into the suspects apartment 
frightening a mother and her young son while 
heavily armed with semi-automatic weapons, 
March 29-The $12-million Clover Bar 
plant,officially called a Materials Recovery 
Facility, replaces two existing recycling plants 
and switches Edmontonians from blue boxes to 
blue bags. 

April 26-Police Chief John Lindsay removed 
himself from his place of authority over an 
investigation into allegations the Hells Angels 
have infiltrated his department. 

May 20-Stir-up is cause by widespread rumors 
about threats of shootings and bombings at J. 
Percy Page high school in Mill Woods, 
however nothing happened. 

June 15-Humane society workers removed a 
colony of 200 cats, more than half of them 
dead, from a rented home. 

16-A parcel bomb went off like a gun shot in 
the A-Channel’s Jasper Avenue newsroom and 
sent two people to the hospital with minor 
cuts.

October 5-Alberta’s MLA’s increased their 
salaries by five percent and doubled their 
severance packages. 

14-Albertan face the threat of major blackouts 
during the winter due to the provinceis 
increasing population. 

November 10-Heath Minister Halvar Jonson 
responding to mounting opposition, promises 
that private, for profit hospitals will not be 
allowed to offer services already covered by 
the province. 
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December 1-Bill C-68, a controversial gun 
registry law comes into effect. 

5-Several farmers gave away free butchered 
pork in Camrose to protest a conflicting price 
war. 

January 3-More than 200 Alberta Natives 
announce that they are suing the federal 
government over alleged abuse at former 
church-run governmental residential schools. 
15-RCMP arrest Wiebo Ludwig Sr., 58, and 
Richard Boonstra, 53, each facing 9 charges 
after vandalizing oil and gas wells in northern 
Alberta. 

22-Premier Ralph Klein denounced allegations 
by the former head of Alberta Treasury 
Branches that the premier order him to carry 
out a taxpayer backstopped refinancing of the 
giant West Edmonton Mall. 

February 7-A Nova Gas Transmission pipeline 
exploded in Rock Mountain House foothills 


startling residents as far way as 100 km. 
March 6-Edmonton hosts the Labatt Brier. 
15-Calgarian adventures Jamie Clarke, brother 
Leigh Clarke, and Bruce Kirkby, 31 finished a 
1,000-km traverse of the world’s largest sand 
desert of Arabia. They are the first Westerners 
to make the trek since 1947. 

April 28-A 14-year-old former student is 
charged with murder and attempted murder in 
Taber. The teenage gunman allegedly shot and 
killed Jason Lang, 17, and shot another grade 
eleven student at Myers high school. 

May 17-Calgary religious studies teacher 
David Rodney has reached the summit of 
Mount Everest, the 12th Canadian to scale the 
world’s tallest peak. 

29-Edmontons hosts the World Taekwondo 
Championships held at the University of 
Alberta’s Butterdome. More than 850 athletes 
from 84 different countries competed. 

June 11-The province's registered nurses drop 
their threat to stage an illegal strike ending the 
need for Alberta hospitals to airlift patients to 
the United States, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. 

23-A 16-year-old girl died and a 19-year-old 
man was left in critical condition after being 
shot while taking a joyride early morning in 
Wiebo Ludwig's controversial compound farm 
in Hythe. 


ACROSS CANADA 


September 8-Canada won top marks from the 
United Nations for the 5th consecutive year. 
24-Former South African President Nelson 
Mandela was made honorary Companion of 
the Order of Canada. He is the first foreign 
leader appointed to Canada’s honoris list. 
October 8-Canada wins a seat on the UN 


‘Security Council in its effort for its campaign 


against land mines. 

15-TSE starts to become a for profit, publicly 
owned company, ending nearly 150 years of 
co-operative ownership by an exclusive club of 
investment dealer. 

November 13-Michel Trudeau, the former 
PM’s son, died after an avalanche swept him in 
BC’S Kokanee Glacier Provincial Park.

December 1-Auditor General Denis Desuatels 
warned that Canadians may have trouble with 
food safety, catching criminals and getting 
pension cheques because several federal 
department are not close to shaking the 
millennium bug. 

14-Finance Minister Paul Martin announced 
that the proposed mergers of Canada’s four 
largest banks will not be allowed considering it 
creates to much power in the hands of few. 
January 15-Defence officials said Canada’s 
entire military machine of 60 000 troops, 
reservists and civilians are being put on alert 
for the fallout from the malfunction of 
computer caused by Y2K. 

27-British Columbia government asked Ottawa 
for several hundred million dollars in assist- 
ance to help cope with the effects of the Asian 
economic turndown. 

February 12-The T. Eaton Co. Ltd. after a year 
of bankruptcy protection warned that 1998's 
fiscal result may force half of its 64 stores to 
close. 

23-The federal government is imposing 
restrictions on its offer to cover the legal fees of 
students who clashed with police at the 1997 
APEC summit in Vancouver. 

March 5-Paul Okalik, a 34 year old lawyer was 
elected as the first premier of Canada’s newest 
territory Nunavut 

9-Health Canada approves the anti-impotence 
drug Viagra and pharmacist will be able to fill 
prescriptions at month’s end. 

31-MP’s from all parties endorse Canada’s 
participation in the NATO air campaign 
against Yugoslavia. 

April 1-Nunavut officially becomes Canada’s 
vast new Arctic territory carved out of the old 
North West Territory. It contains about 25 000 
residents. 

May 5-248 weary but mostly healthy refugees 
from the war in Kosovo arrive to safe haven in 
Canada after a 13-hour flight from Skopje, 
Macedonia. 

25-Juilie Payette ,25 years old blasts off aboard 
space shuttle Discovery. She will be the first 
Canadian astronaut to enter and work on the 
International Space Station. 

June 8-Calling himself Canada’s oldest Indian, 
a man born 106 years ago is suing the federal 
government for $1.5 billion and access to a few 
square kilometres of land in Alberta’s prime tar 
sands country.

September 2-Swissair Jet crashes 8 kilometers 
offshore Nova Scotia killing all 229 aboard. 
October 13-After a lengthy standoff and under 
threat of NATO air strikes, Pres. Slobodan 
Milosevic agrees to withdraw Yugoslav troops 
and police forces from Kosovo. 

23-Israeli Pres. Benjamin Netanyahu and Pres. 
Yasir Arafat sign an agreement that is expected 
to reenergize the Middle East peace process.

29-Traveling aboard the U.S. space shuttle 
Discovery, 77-year-old American astronaut 
John Glenn returns to Earth orbit after having 
been the first American to orbit the Earth, in 
1962. 

November 2-Local officials in Central America 
estimate that the number of dead from 
Hurricane Mitch, which lashed Honduras and 
other countries with 320-km/h (200-mph) 
winds as well as the rains and mud slides that 
followed, will exceed 7,000. 

December 9-Commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the international convention 
against genocide, the United Nations General 
Assembly resolves for the first time to consider 
anti-Semitism as a form of racism. 

12-Marc Hodler, a longtime International Olympic 
Committee official, is tried for accepting bribes for 
the 2002 Winter Games in Salt Lake City. Other 
committee members are also suspected of similar 
bribes. 

16-President Clinton calls for air strikes against 
Iraq, citing the continued refusal of that 
country to permit UN arms inspectors to do 
their work; the operation, called Desert Fox, is 
joined by Great Britain and continues for four 
days. 

19-The U.S. House of Representatives im- 
peaches President Clinton on two articles of 
perjury and obstruction of justice; two other 
articles do not pass. 

January 1-Global Internet users will soar to 147 
million - more than the pop. of Japan. 
30-Amnesty International asked Peru’s 
government to end the total isolation of an 
American woman serving a life sentence 
February 7-King Hussein Jordan dies of cancer 
after 45 years in rule.

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SMOKING BAN 


When the Edmonton Public School 
Board proposed a plan to eliminate all smok- 
ing allowances on school grounds, the public 
scoffed. They thought that the matter would be 
forgotten within weeks, but because of tremen- 
dous parental support, EPSB stuck with it. In 
September of 1998, high schools across Edmon- 
ton became smoke-free zones. Citywide, stu- 
dent and teacher smokers were going crazy. 
Breaks were simply too short to make it out for 
a cigarette, especially if school grounds 
extend for blocks. 

Scona, however, could be considered 
blessed with public park within feet of the 
school. Smoking and being on time remain 
possible. This slight compromise has left the 
school’s football field cleaner and easier to 
maintain. Despite this positive aspect of the 
change, the public park becomes progressively 
dirtier. The anti-smoking plan has failed. It 
was meant to ease peer-pressure and aid stu- 
dents in “butting-out” through sheer incon- 
venience, not cause a shift in smoking environ- 
ment. 

As a result of this change, Strathcona 
students continue to look at the effects of peer 
pressure. CALM 20, a required diploma 
course, deals with issues like smoking, drink- 
ing, and drug abuse. The smoking ban from 
Edmonton Public School Board shows that 
governing bodies at the municipal level are 
concerned with the health of the students they 
educate. Strathcona students may continue to 
smoke, but measures such as the anti-smoking 
plan make breathing a bit easie for non-smok- 
ing students, and life just that much healthier.

Good evening 
parents, teaches, fellow 
students. It is with both 
honor and responsibility 
that I address you to- 
night. I feel that, 
granted the opportunity 
to speak to all those 
celebrating all their 
accumulative successes 
of the past twelve years, 
I have been offered an 
occasion to acknowledge 
the teachers, staff and 
parents who make such 
success possible. We are 
here not only to com- 
memorate our personal 
accomplishments, but to 
celebrate that which has 
enabled us to travel thus 
far. Truly, our achieve- 
ments to date are a 
testament to the atmos- 
phere within Scona, and 
to the teachers and 
administration who are 
so instrumental in 
fostering that atmos- 
phere. Scona’s distinc- 
tion in scholastics, 
athletics and in commu- 
nity service have been 
made possible by that 
which we hold as tradi- 
tion; a tradition of re- 
spect and of dedication 
to service; and more 
importantly, a tradition 
of pride as individuals 
within an outstanding 
institution. 

As we approach 
the year 2000, more than 
ever before, we are 
presented with ques-

tions which refuse 
categorization; those 
which cannot be evalu- 
ated sufficiently through 
conventional approach. 
These are the questions 
which are the most 
complicated; questions 
not of contingency but of 
conscience, in which we 
must be the ones to find 
ourselves amongst the 
ambiguity of what may 
be considered right and 
what must be considered 
wrong. We now have 
the capacity to act inter- 
nationally, and as such, 
we assume an interna- 
tional responsibility 
towards the persecuted; 
a responsibility which 
must be perceived not as 
an option, but as an 
obligation. The com- 
plexities in Kosovo are 
indicative of such global 
shift in attitude-the rules 
are yet unclear, but we 
forage into the territory 
of accountability-armed 
only with the duty to 
protect the precious life 
of our fellow human. 
Thus it is today that we 
are most immediately 
accosted with problems 
obscured by the un- 
known; problems which 
defy solution and yet 
which cannot go unre- 
solved. 

Nevertheless, 
deliberation upon what 
lies ahead cannot be 
considered an occasion 
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of despair, on the con- 
trary, it must be per- 
ceived as reason of 
confidence. I believe 
that our experience at 
Scona has endowed us- 
perhaps more than we 
presently realize-with a 
certain integrity and the 
capacity for excellence. 
I believe that one day I 
will see a member of this 
graduating class recog- 
nized for their contribu- 
tion to elucidating our 
situation which, as of 
yet, lacks definition. 
Having entered the 
school in grade eleven, I 
can attest to Scona’s 
integrity, not only in 
comparison with the 
school which I formerly 
attended, but also in the 
unforgettable experience 
that Scona has extend to 
me. I too was soon 
absorbed into an atmos- 
phere which exuded 
confidence and convic- 
tion. It is this transition 
that has enabled me to 
most clearly recognize 
that we, as Scona stu- 
dents, can afford to 
squander neither our 
individual potential nor 
the conditioning that we 
have received during the 
past three years. We 
have a responsibility 
both to ourselves and to 
those who have made 
our success possible not 
to live the future vicari- 
ously through the ac- 


complishment of others, 
particularly when what 
we posses as a class is so 
substantial and so 
unique. We must derive 
from this precious 
experience a feeling of 
individual pride and a 
sentiment of altruistic 
responsibility.
